Holt. But they are not correct. The 
census ol I860 gave the average wage 
earners In New Jersey as 187.386. which 
Is quite different from 130.092. and 
shatters Mr. Hole's "decline In wages" 
to smithereens. Why. the number of 
wage earners in New Jersey la 1SSO 
was more than Mr. Holt gives for 1S90. 


Then this coiner of false figures takes 


thirty-three states and pretends to 
show that wages have declined 6 per 
cent from 1800 to 1900. And yet the 
census bulletins show a large Increase 
in every one of. these states. For In- 
stance, let us take the New England 
states, except -Massachusetts^ the bul- 
letin of which has not yet been Issued;

It will be seen that in four of the 


above states the per cent Increase in 
wages is much more than the per cent 
Increase In wage earners, while in Con- 
necticut it was about the same. In 
Massachusetts, too, It will be found 
that there Is less than 1 per cent dif- 
ference. Bnt why pick out one state 
or a dozen or thirty-three when we 
know the result for the whole country? 
The preliminary census report on man- 
ufactures says that the Increase In 
wage earners has been 25 per cent and 
the Increase in wages 23 per cent. Here 
Is an apparent slightly greats' increase 
In wage earners than wages, bnt the 
Increase In materials used has been 42 
per cent, and as most of this la wages 
it makes the Increase in all wages con- 
siderably more than the Increase In 
wage earners. Farm wages, too. hav« 
Increased very much, and. besides all 
this, hours of labor have deciined at 
least 10 per cent and In many indus- 
tries 15 and 20 per cent. In fact, then, 
our wage earners In greatly Increased 
number are getting more for eight and 
nine hours' labor In 1900 than tbey did 
for nine and ten hours" labor In 1S90- 


Mr. Holt's calculations and figure* 


are not only all wrong; but aosurdly so. 
Tbere Is no consistency in bis article. 
as he uses his percentages at random, 


I as a child does bis first blocks, and bis 


stroctnre topples over at tbe slightest 
breath of troth. The portion of his ar- 
ticle given to wages Is wholly wrong 
and worthless. 


As regards prices, we admit that 


some kic<3s of fo».d are dearer today 
than five yenrs ago, or In 1S90; bat 
rents are no higher and clothing la no 
dearer, and as every one la fully effl- 
plojed and our wage camera are get- 
ting several biMious tnore than a few 
years ago they can well stand the In- 
creased cost of some food, which price 
sll comes back from the prosperous 
fanner. 


Don't -worry, Mr. Holt, bec&tise pig 


Iron and steel rails are higher. Neither 
freight nor passenger rates have in- 
creased, but, on tbe contrary, are on 
the decline constantly. Even the cap- 
italist does not suffer, for his railway 
scares are worth more and bis divi- 
dends are larger than ever before. Tola 
Increased cost of living argument work- 
ed in 1892. but It won't work la 1902. 
Neither the farmer nor the laborer i 
•wants to live over again the tow priced, j 
cheap, poorly paid labor day* of tree- 
trade times from 1893 to 1807.

Fort de France, Martinique. May 23. 


— The sole idea of the inhabitants is 
ilight. Many of them have become in- 
sane and some of the people threw 
themselves into the sea. The popula- 
tion of the Grand Riviere district » 
isolated, and assistance can not reach 
them. There are vague rumors at 
Fore de France of further disasters. 


During her last exploring trip about 


the island, the French cruiser Sachet. 
which did not stop at St. Pierre, no- 
tired that all the formerly cultivated 
land Between Grande Riviere ani Mar- 
igot has been completely destroyed. 
The inhabitants of those tiro towns 
have suffered and are still suffering a 
great deal, but they have not yet de- 
termined to abandon those localities. 
and efforts are being made to supply 
them with provisions. The Suchet 
also reports that as she approached 
the point of the land where the land 
was in a better state of cultivation. 
and especially between Macouba and 
Lorraine, a shower of stones and sul- 
phur caused those of the population of 
Home Rouge who had remained there 
to hastily evacuate that place. For a 
time some apprehension was felt re- 
garding the safety of the detachment 
of French troops quartered at Le Car- 
bet. but there had been no loss of life 
among them, according to the most 
recent reports. 


M. Clerc, a member of the legisla- 


ture of Martinique, has explored the 
vicinity of Mont Pelee. He says; 


"I started Friday last for Mont 


Pelee by the road leading along the- 
coast from Basse Point, and. accom- 
panied by M. Telloame Chancele, chief 
engineer of the sugar works. I reached 
a height of 1.235 meters without diffi- 
culty. and was able to ascertain that 
the present crater is about 500 meters 
in diameter. On the east it is over- 
looked by the Morne ia Croir, the cul- 
minating point of the island, having 
an altitude of 1.350 meters, which is 
completely crumbled and mined at the 
•lase as a result of the volcanic action, 
and might easilyl collapse. The Morne 
B,etit Bon Horn me has an incandescent 
as pec t. 


"We felt a number of electrical com- 


motions and our shoes were damaged 
by the heat The pond whicl. Is situ- 
ated near Morne la Croix is completely 
dried up. The Iron cross which stood 
at the foot of the mountain has been 
melted. Only the base of the aiaeonry 
OB which the cross stood and the 
lower part of the foot of the cross can 
be seen. 


"The rims of the crater have Tsry 


much changed in appearance. The 
heat where we stood was intense, and 
the whole aspect of the mountain was 
terrifying. Stones fell around us and 
we picked up large p!aces of sulphur, 
which, however, we were unable to 
retain. The -whole spot was charged 
with electricity, which became so vio- 
lent that we were obliged to retreat. 
Our descent from the mountain was 
more difficult than our ascent. A 
blinding rain of ashes fell upon us, 
and the engineer was nearly killed by 
a large stone which fell near him. We 
succeeded in reaching Basse Point on 
our return, after having b«en four 
hours on the mountain, under the most 
dangerous circumstances." 


Steamer and Wharf Burned. 


New Orleans. May 23. — The steamer 


John K. Speed, lying at her wharf, 
took flre. supposedly from alcohol 
stored in the hold, and quickly burned 
to the water'? edge. The boat and 
cargo are a total loss. Captain Don 
Marr was aboard when the flames first 
appeared. A general flre alarm was 
turned in, but not before the wharves 
had taken flre and a very large section 
burned away. Fire engine No. 14. 
which wa» backed up near the water's 
edge, slipped Into the river because of 
an accident to the wedges under the 
wheels, and now lies at the bottom of 
the river. The loss will be, including 
the cargo and wharves, fully $75,00". 
The Speed is valued at $40.000 and 
carries $25,000 insurance. The general 
cargo is a complete loss, and will 
amount to fully $10,000.

President Roosevelt 
received as the guests of the nation 
the distinguished Frenchmen sent by 
President Loubet to take part in the 
Rochambeau exercises. The arrival in 
the city of the brilliantly uniformed 
French army and navy officers, and 
their escort through Pennsylvania av- 
enue by a troop of Cnited States cav- 
alrymen, gave picturesque Interest to 
the occasion, and to this was added 
the international significance of an ex- 
tremely cordial exchange of greetings 
between the representatives of the 
two nations. After the-'presidenf s re- 
ception at the White House the French 
visitors exchanged calls with members 
of the cabinet and Lieutenant General 
Miles and Admiral Dewey. Later 
President Roosevelt had the French, 
party as his guests at dinner at the 
White House. 


Valuable Race Horse Dying. 


Chicago, May 23.—S. C. HUdreth's

The negio was not taken from the

The prtsoter was identified by 
Mra. McKee and several negroes who 
worked on the section with.

Parts of Hia Body. 


The- negro screamed in agony. He was 
tortured in a slow and painful man- 
ner, with the crowd clamoring contin- 
uously for a slow death, and the negro 
writhing and groaning, begging pit- 
eonsry to be shot. Mrs. McKee 
brought to the scene In a carriage, 
Accompanied by four other women, 
and an effort was made to get the car- 
riage close enough for her to see the 
negro. The crowd was so dense, how- 
ever, that this was impossible. 


Persons held each other on their 


shoulders, taking turn about, looking 
at the awful sight. The negro's head 
had finally dropped and the ties .were 
piled around and over him.

tne Joplin negro accused of criminally 
assaulting Mrs. Parmeter of Webb 
City, was taken from Webb City Jail 
by the saei-lff and a strong forge of 
3*pnties to prevent his lynching by a 
mob gathering at th« jaiL He was 
surrounded by officers, forced through 
the crowd, put in a carriage and driven
